NEW PROOF ON M’GWIRE. 


“Times” Finds Evidence Bomber Slunk 
Home by Alley After Explosfons. 


Positive evidence of the most con- 
vincing sort, tending directly to 


suicide, himself placed the bombe 
he made and that wrecked the 
home of Attorney Oscar Lawler 
early last Sunday morning, was fur- 
nished yesterday by witnesses se- 
cured through the efforts of The 
Times. The statements of these wit- 
nesses, which will be presented to 
Chief of Police Home today dy 
J. W. Fowler of Fowler Bros., 747 
South Broadway, are that McGwire 
returned to his home in the now fa- 
mous Patterson car about a half 
hour after the explosions; that he 
left the car in an alley and ran across 
lots and lawns and into his house 
by the back way. 

These actiong were noted at the 
time, 3 . m., last Sunday, by neigh- 
bors, but were not connected in 
their minds with the Lawler outrage 
until after MecGwire’s spectacular 
and dramatic guicide late Wednesday 
night, when he leaped. from a win- 
dow of the District Attorney's of- 
fice, on the eleventh floor of the 
Hall of Records, and was dashed to 
death on the sidewalk of New High 
street, 160 feet below.

CHECK DRUG VENDING. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 
SAN FRANCIS€EO, Aug. 7.—Plans 
are under way today for the estab- 
lishment of a narcotic clinic in San 
Francisco to sell narcotics to ad- 
dicts under government supervision 
at one-eighth the present cost of 
illicit peddling, just sufficient quan- 
tities to maintain their sanity and 
health and at the eame time to es- 
tablish a scientific and permanent 
eure. The matter will be discussed 
in all its various phases at a con- 
ference which is to be called by 
Mayor Rolph, Federal, State and 
municipal authorities. 
Collector of Internal Revenue Jus- 
tus 8. Wardell is said to sponsor the 
movement and has received officia! 
sanction from Washington. In dis- 
cussing the project, Wardell said: 
“The establishment of a large dis- 
petisary, clinic and clubhouse for 
the sole use of confirmed drug ad- 
dicts is contemplated. It will de 
their meeting place, where they may 
be entered on the records under any 
pseudonym appealing to the drug- 
tortured fancies. They are to be 
free from efficial surveillance and 
will no longer be required to resort 
to the wiles of the illicit drug 
vendor to secure their narcotics. The 
cost to the addicts will be the 
wholesale price.

OVERSEA TO JAPAN. 


LIEUT. CROUCH, AIR EXPERT, 
WILL BE INCE CONTESTANT 
IN GREAT FEAT. 


fight as soon as the formation of a 
local syndicate is completed Lieut. 
L. H. Crouch, a Los Angeles man 
who has been an instructor at 
Rockwell Field, San Diego, for over 
a year, yesterday spent an entire 
day with Ford Carpenter, local 
Weather Bureau representative, go- 
ing over the subject of prevailing 
winds on the Pacific.
